We  are  now  receiving  many  requests  to  provide  information  on  WAIS  to  these  and  other 
organizations,  internationally  as  well  as  throughout  the  U.  S.  We  are  also  anxious  to  gain 
support  for  the  WAIS  approach  among  the  many  state  agencies  that  have  been  active 
participants  in  the  Earth  Science  Data  Directory.  Our  approach  thus  far  has  been  to  send  out 


WAIS  literature  initially  and  wait  for  follow-up  requests.  While  the  literature  is  very  well 
received,  people  need  to  see  an  actual  demonstration  to  get  a  feel  for  the  ease  of  use,  the 
responsiveness,  and  the  wealth  of  information  available.  Accordingly,  we  routinely  follow  up 
with  personal  visits  to  those  sites  we  consider  most  critical  to  USGS  interests.  We  have  also 
offered  half-day  seminars  here  in  Reston  and  these  have  been  filled  to  capacity. 

The  proposed  videotape  is  intended  to  take  the  place  of  an  initial  follow-up  visit  when 
requested  by  those  who  reviewed  the  distributed  WAIS  literature  and  need  to  see  how  it 
actually  works.  The  videotape  would  also  provide  the  opportunity  to  include  testimonials  form 
other  users  of  WAIS,  many  of  whom  have  used  WAIS  in  novel  and  interesting  applications. 

I  feel  strongly  that  furthering  the  national  and  international  acceptance  of  standards  for 
information  search  and  retrieval  is  closely  aligned  with  the  USGS  responsibility  to  disseminate 
information  on  earth  science.  Production  of  the  proposed  videotape  will  greatly  reduce  the  time 
and  expense  we  would  othenA^ise  invest  to  reach  the  wide  audience  for  such  information.
